FBI director* s memo intended for Hoover^ from an FBI file* He quotes ^tzenbach as saying 
that whether or not Oswald had the shooting capability is only "minutia*** The liandwritten 
commonts are Hoover's* To him even the thought of a Presidential Commission was “sinister*** 
Another undependable book by a pair of yellow phonies will be out next week* Some 
copies are now available in Washington* They were general couns^staff dii-ector of the 
^use committee and his editor* They wasted the largest budget in the history of Congres- 
sional investigations in trying to makd the official preconopetions api)ear to be true and
